TA sensational high treason trial, 
‘at which the notorious Zinovici 
Letler wag brought into consider- 
able promiénee, ended at the Leip- 
sig ‘Supreme Court to-day, when 
the ex-convict, Anton Schreck, was 
senteneed to five years’ sénal ser- 
vitude, 

Schreck was in the dock for “the 
repeated crime of. the forgery. of 
documents and offences ‘against 
the espionage laws.” 

The prosecution accused Schreck 
of selling to Poland and. France 
military documents which hamper- 
ed-the negotiations in connexion 
with the’ Locarno Pence Cénfer- 
ence when presented as‘ proof’ of 
German. insincerity. Pe 
Pacifist’s Disclosures. - 


The German pacifist, Karl Mer-’ 


ters, who attended the Court, 
travelling from Geneva to Leipslg 
on a “safe-conduct,” as there: is a 
warrant out against him on a 
treason’ charge, in his evidence, 
said that it’ was rumoured ‘at 
Geneva that the Zinovieff Letter 
was forged at No. 1, Anhaltstrasse, 
Berlin, which turned out. to be the 
hguse In which Schreck lived.

The Notorious Letter. 


The notorious .Zinaviei! letter, 
which caused such a sensation in 
British politicnl circles in’ 1924, 
and, thrown af a bombshell on the 
eve of the General Election, renull 
ed in the Conservative return by 
a huge majority, incited the Bri- 
tish Communist Party to stir up 
revolution.
